Traffic on the Panama railway was 
Interrupted yesterday owing to fight¬ 
ing between Liberals and the Govern¬ 
ment troops. American marines were 
at once landed from the battleship 
Iowa and sent to the* scene of hostil¬ 
ities, with the result that transit was 
reopened. Details of marines accom¬ 
pany each passenger train. There has 
been heavy fighting at Empire Station. 
Capt. Perry, of the Iowa, has beeu 
placed In charge of the landed marines. 
Commander McCrea. of the Machlas, 
has been given Instruction which will 
probably prevent the bombardment of 
Colon by either side. The Government 
forces hope to recapture Colon soon. 

The breaking up of the union miners’ 
camp at Nortonvllle and the arrest of 
some of trfe men found therein has had 
little effect upon the union miners, as 
they have re-established the camp at 
Nortonvllle. Fifty or more men were 
In camp last night and It was said 
i I'M' nv'TO wi;. ;>• th- r»* t.*-diy t: \ 
will show defiance of County Judge 
Hall’s order by compelling the militia 
to drive them out again. The men ar¬ 
rested at the camp Sunday were 
charged with banding and confederat¬ 
ing to Intimidate, a felony .and their 
cases were continued.

INJUNCTION CASE IN COURT. 


Madison villa, Kv.. Nov. 25.—[Special.] 
—It was thought yesterday that the 
breaking up of the union camp at Nor¬ 
ton vllle and the arrest and Incarcera¬ 
tion of the twenty-four men found 
therein would put an end to any fur¬ 
ther a tempt on the part of the union 
miners to maintain a camp, but it 
seems to have been without effect. 

A report was received here this after¬ 
noon that twenty-five unk*n miners 
were gathered at Nortonvllle and wore 
awaiting tents and other equipments to 
re-establish the camp there. I^ate this 
afternoon another report from Nortou- 
ville said that there were about fifty 
unton miners there. 

To-night the railroad agent at Nor- 
tonville was telegraphed for informa¬ 
tion and he replied that the union 
miners had re-established the camp 
there and that there was a large num¬ 
ber of men In camp. Ho estimated the 
number of men at something near one

hundred and fifty. Several persons who 
were In Nortonvllle to-day told the 
Courier-Journal correspondent that a 
large number of union miners wore at 
the depot and that sevral of them de¬ 
clared It was their intention to re-es¬ 
tablish a camp there and be dispersed 
and arrested by the order of Judge 
Hall.

Judge Hall Not Yet Informed. 

The re-estubllshment ot the camp by 
the union miners had not been reported 
to Judge Hall this evening. After re¬ 
ceiving the Information from the agent 
at Nortonvllle the Courier-Journal rep¬ 
resentative made an effort to s e Judge 
Hall, but be could not be found, and it 
to not known what action he will take. 
It to supposed that when the facts 
are reported to him he will again order 
the Sheriff to disperse them and tf his 
order to not carried out he will again 
call cd AdJ- Gt-n.

An effort was matje to see one of the 
union officials In authority to-night, but 
most of them are In Owensboro, wher* 
the injunction granted the Relnocke 
Mining Company by Judge Evans was 
to come up In the Federal Court. Or¬ 
ganizer Blakely, who to In charge of 
headquarter*. could not be seen. 

District Executive Committeeman 
Rooney, who arrived to-night from Nor¬ 
tonvllle. stated In the presence of several 
newspaper men that It was true that th* 
camp had been re-established, but there 
were only about fifty men there at pres, 
ent. He said, however, that there would 
be aotout 250 men there to-morrow.

Felony Charge Preferred. 

The trial of the twenty-one union 
miners arrested at the union camp near 
Nortonvllle yesterday was called before 
Judge Hall this afternoon at 2:30 
o’clock. Te trial was first set for 1 
o’clock, but owing to the excitement 
caused by a shooting scrape on the 
streets It was postponed until the hour 
named. The prisoners wore all brought 
Into court, guarded by the Jailer and 
several Deputy Sheriffs. R. B. Bradley, 
who was retained yesterday by the 
United Mine Workers, appeared for the 
defendants. Clifton J. Pratt, Fletn 
Gordon and County Attorney Morrow 
represented the operators and the pros¬ 
ecution. When the men were arrested 
yesterday the charge of unlawful as¬ 
sembly and breach of the peace wns 
registered against them. Mr. Bradley 
asked their dismissal on the grounds 
that hto client had violated no law by 
being assembled In camp. He declared 
It was their home, and that It was the 
only home the men had, and that they 
had Just as much right to live In a 
tent as the guards employed by the 
operators, who. he sa:d, were camped 
all over the county. 

At this juncture, at the instance of 
County Attorney Morrow, the charge of 
unlawful ussembly and breach of the 
peace was changed to that of banding 
and confederating together for the pur¬ 
pose of intimidating the nonunion min¬ 
ers of Hopkins county, which to a fel¬ 
ony, and Is punishable by confinement 
in the penitentiary for not less than 
one nor more than five years.

Continued Till Wednesday. 

After the charge had been changed 
it was agreed to continue the examining 
trial until next Wednesday in order to 
give both sides more time to prepare 
their cases. The bond which was yester¬ 
day fixed at $100 was raised to $200. 
None of the prisoner® was able to give 
the required bond and all were again re¬ 
manded to Jail. The action of the pros¬ 
ecution In changing the charge to Intim¬ 
idation came as a surprise to the strik¬ 
ers and their attorneys, as It had not 
been even intimated that such would be 
done. Mr. Bradley was very bitter in 
hto speech toward the attorney? for the 
prosecution and said the action was nor 
that of prosecutors but that of perse¬ 
cutors. and said that It was an outrage 
on humnn:iy to keep hto clients in a 
crowded JaU almost suffocated • n what 
he railed trump' d up c arge when t uy 
were innoc* nt or any wrong do ng. 

A large crowd was In town, attracted 
by the trial, but owing to the excitement 
It was thought best to have the trial 
behind closed doors and only these inter¬ 
ested and newspaper men were admitted.

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EDROPE WANTS AMERICA TO 


STOP THE BOER WAR. 


London. Nov. 25.—Sir Thomas Wemyes 
Reid, the author and editor. In an ar¬ 
ticle entitled "A Message From Amer¬ 
ica," ln the December number of the | 
Nineteenth Century and After, will 
quote "one of the most distinguished 
members of the Cabinet” as saying: 

"I do not think you In England realize 
the depth of feeling that exist® outside 
of your own country on the subject of 
the South African War. nor the ex¬ 
treme gravity of the situation which 
that feeling has brought Into existence. 

I am not speaking of American feeling, 
which to largely on your side, but the 
more friendly we are to England the 
more anxious we are to see you extri¬ 


cated from the meshes of the net In 
which you are now caught. It to ter¬ 
rible to thing of the pitifulness of the 
whole thing and of the loss suffered by 
universal humanity, owing to the ef- 
faeement of England for two years, and 
the consequent absence of her Influence 
from the side of Justice and progress." 

Sir Thomas further nay® that the 
member of the Cabinet In question told 
him that almost dally appeals were 
being made to the Government >»f the 
United Slates by representatives of Eu¬ 
ropean Powers to tuke some step to 
end the war. These representations 
from the Ministers of the Powers were 
made unofficially, although the United

Hearing On the Reinecke Mine In¬ 
junction Set For December 6. 

Owensboro, Ky.. Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
Upon the calling of the case of the 
Reinecke Coal Mining Company, of Hop¬ 
kins county, against James D. Wood 
and oth*-r union miners in the Federal 
C«mrt to-day. fur an Injunction, by con¬ 
sent of the partlfs, an order was enter¬ 
ed transferring the case to Louisville 
and fixing December 6 as the date for 
the hearing of th* motion for an injunc¬ 
tion. The temporary restraining order 
to to remain In force until the final hear¬ 
ing. 

The defendants fli<*d their answer, puL 
ting ln Issue all the allegations of the 
Relnccke Company, and set out a pend¬ 
ing action In the Hopkins Circuit Court 


against the same defendants, In which 
the same facts are alleged, and plead 
that case as a bar to the pp>»ecution of 
this one. 

The plaintiff filed numerous affidavits 
In which the existing troutde to review¬ 
ed and which support the allegations of 
the petition, anti the defense filed coun¬ 
ter-affidavit* from a number of persona 
which set out that they have not vio¬ 
lated the law, but armed themselves for 
the purpose of protecting their lives and 
property from causeless and murderous 
attacks from the armed guards of the 
plaintiff. The plaintiff was represented i 
by H. W. Bruce, of Louisville, and Gor¬ 
don & Gordon, of Madison vllle, and the 
defense by W. H. Yost, of Greenville. 
There were many witnesses present, and 
much Interest wns manifested In the 
case. 

THE WEST VIRGINIA FIGHT. 

Ohio and Pensylvania Operators En¬ 
couraging the Miners. 

Huntington, W. Va.. Nov. 25.--The con. 
vontlon of West VltglnJa and Virginia 
coal operators and miners will open 
here to-morrow. Many delegates from 
the various miners’ unions have already 
arrived. It will be an Important meet¬ 
ing. The United Mine Workers* officials 
have conducted various campaigns In 
West Virginia to perfect an organiza¬ 
tion. but without avail. The operators 
In some of the other States have In¬ 
sisted that the West Virginia miners be 
organized. In the event that they fall, 
the Illinois. Pennsylvania and Ohio op¬ 
erators threaten to withdraw from the 
Interstate agreement. Thto would leave 
the United Mine Workers’ officials with¬ 
out any ground to stand upon.

PITTSBURG SWITCHMEN 

TO GO OUT ON STRIKE. 


Railroads Putting Detectives On 
Guard and Trainmen Say Several 
Hundred Men Will Quit 
Work. 


Pittsburg. Nov. 25.—The switchmen on 
seven railrod* of PULsburg have de¬ 
cided to strike at 6 o'clock to-morrow 
morning for the Chicago wage scale. 
At a meeting of the Brotherhood of 
Switchmen to-night, which was attend¬ 
ed by a?>out 600 members, this action 
was decided upon. 

In anticipation of possible trouble, It 
to learned that the Pennsylvania rail¬ 
road has made application lo the city 
police department for sixty officers to 
be on hand In the Union depot yards at 
7 o'clock to-morrow morning, and In the 
Baltimore and Ohio yards fully one hun¬ 
dred Pinkertons are on duty to-night. 
The claim made at th». switchmen’s 
meeting to-night was that 700 to 1.000 
men would obey the strike order.

Naval Affairs Committee; Rep¬ 
resentative Rhea on Agriculture and 
labor; Representative Smith on Judi¬ 
ciary, Ventilation and Acoustics, and 
Representative Allen on Agriculture. 

Representative Gilbert, who now oc¬ 
cupies positions on the committees on 
Private Land Claims and Expenditures 
In the Post-office Department, is un¬ 
derstood not to be satisfied with his 
committees, and will ask the Speaker 
for a change. Representative Allen airo 
desires an assignment on some other 
committee. Representative Borelng, 
who at present occupies positions on the 
Committees on Territories. Pensions 
and Patents, 1s willing to trade off hto 
thiee committees for one of the Appro¬ 
priation vacancies.

Repre¬ 
sentative Irwin succeeds Mr. Turner 
from the Fifth district. Representative 
Trimble succeeds Mr. Gayle In the Sev¬ 
enth district.

DETAILS OF BONINE- 

AYRES MURDER CASE. 


Man Who Saw a Woman Climb Down 
the Fire-Escape and Other Wit¬ 
nesses Testify. 


Washington, Nov. 25.—The trial of 
Mrs. Lola Ida Bonlne for the murder 
of James Seymour Ayres, Jr., at the 
Kenmore Hotel last May, began In real 
earnest to-day. The preliminary de¬ 
tails as to the finding of the body, the 
location of the furniture, blood stains, 
etc., were all In with the conclusion of 
the testimony of J. F. Drew, the Cap¬ 
itol policeman who was on the stand 
when the court adjourned last Friday. 

Baker, the man w f ho saw Mrs. Bonlne 
descend the fire escape; Hopkins, whq 
roomed over Ayres and raised the first 
outcry; Miss Woolums. who roomed un¬ 
der Ayres, and Miss Lawless and Miss 
Minas, who roomed on either side of 
him. testified to-day. The two latter 
were regarded as star witnesses, but 
they testified to no facts not developed 
at the Inquest. Drew testified that 
there was room enough behind the 
door of Ayres’ room for a man to have 
been there whtle the door was opened 
to admit another person, a contention 
which the prosecution denies. And also 
that there were empty cartridges in the 
slop Jar in Ayres’ room before the re¬ 
volver with which the shooting was 
done was emptied by Officer Brady 
after the tragedy. Thto would tend to 
establish the theory of the defense that 
the revolver belonged to Ayres. Miss 
Minns testified that Ayres and Mrs. 
Bonlne ate Ice cream and cake In her 
room the night l>efore the tragedy and 
that at that lime there was no evi¬ 
dence of ill-feeling between them. 

Mrs. Bonlne throughout the trial to¬ 
day. when witnesses described the 
cries, groans and throat gurgling of the 
dying man, remained absolutely un¬ 
moved. _ _

Colon. Colombia. Nov. 25.—Traffic on 
the Isthmus to kept open by the United 
States.

Some have been 
sent Inland to Empire StAtion. where 
fierce fighting between the insurgent® 
and Colombian Government has taken 
place to-day. with heavy loss to both 
sides.- In addition, details of marine* 
protect each passenger train. 

At a conference had at 1 o'clock this 
morning aboard the British cruiser 
Tribune, at which Gen. Ignacio Fellaco, 
Senor de la Rosa, secretary of Gen* 
Diaz, and the commanders of the for¬ 
eign warships wore present, the Gen¬ 
eral agreed, at the request of the naval 
commanders and on the ground of hu¬ 
manity, having In view the large for¬ 
eign population of Colon, not to land 
troops here or open fire on the town be¬ 
fore 5 o'clock Friday evening. 

The Colombian gunboat Gen. Pinzon 
to badly off for provisions, and the 
commanders of all the warships agreed 
to supply her with the necessary stores. 
The gunboat has not yet returned to 
Colon, and her whereabouts Is un¬ 
known. 

AMERICAN FLAG ON ISTHMUS. 

Marines Protect Railway and McCrea 
May Prevent Bombardment of 
Colon. 

Washington. Nov. 25.—Marines have 
been landed and the United States has 
taken charge of transit over the Isth¬ 
mian railway. It to also understood In 
Washington that there to to be no bom¬ 
bardment of Colon by either side. 

While Commander McCrea, of the 
gunboat Machlas, has been given wide 
discretionary power and nothing was 
»akl to him about stopping the bom¬ 
bardment directly, nevertheless, th* 
State Department established a prece¬ 
dent in these matters last year, when 
it instructed Consul General Gudger to 
warn some Insurgents at Panama that 
they would not be allowed to bombard 
that port. 

If the Government troops on the Pin¬ 
zon should persist In their purpose, it 
to said that the commanders of the va¬ 
rious warships at Colon would requira 
that ample time be allowed fo r th wl?h- 
druwal from the town of all foreigners 
and the attacking force, to escape re¬ 
straint. would be obliged to direct their 
bombardment with such rare precision 
o* to destroy the insurgent defenses 
without harming the cAilro&d property, 
and even without endangering the pas¬ 
sage of trains, conditions probably not 
to be met. 


Capt. Perry Takes Command. 




The Secretary of the Navy to-day* 
cabled Capt. Perry, of the Iowa, to as¬ 
sume full command of all the United 
States naval force* on both side* of th* 
isthmus. In order to inaure harmnnl>»u* 
operations. Consul General (/u.'.ger** 
last dtopatch, which came after L 
o’clock, wa* about as follows: 

Our troops have arrived at Matsohla. 
one-half of the way across the Isthmus* 
No obstruction, and the Colombian Gov¬ 
ernment denied to be victorious over th* 
insurgents.

Gen. Alban, had started with a 
considerable Government force to ope¬ 
rate against Colon nm! Lluea. H la the 
expectation of the Colombian author¬ 
ities to combine this land movement 
with that of the force on board the 
gunboat Plnxon, and thus be able to re¬ 
capture the town of Colon.

The action tak^n by the United States 
In landing marine* and protecting the 
line across* the Isthmus is in eonfornflty 
with tht^ wishes of the Colombian Gov- 
ernmoht. and follows a specific request 
recently made by Mr. Herran. The Co¬ 
lombian authorities are fully aware that 
If they retake Colon It must be through 
their own efforts and without hope of 
any noatetoncc from tin* American 
forces on the ground, ns this Govern¬ 
ment Is scrupulously holding aloof from 
the political contest berween the Gov¬ 
ernment and the Liberals.

FTee Transit Re-established. 

Later advices, while showing the sit¬ 
uation on the isthmus to be still unset¬ 
tled. contain the information that free 
transit by way of the railroad has been 
re-er.rabllehed. These advices came In 
a dispatch received by Secretary Long 
from Capt. Perry, of the Iowa, who 
had made a trip across the Isthmus 
from Panama to Colon, from which 
placojh** sent a telegram, an extract of 
which the Secretary made public, as 
follows: 

Capt. Perry reports that free transit 
across the isthmus is restored and that 
he returns to Panama this afternoon. 
The Captain will leave a guard on each 
passenger train for the present. 

The purpose of the guard presumably 
is to prevent interruption to the free 
pa ssage of trains by Insurgents congre¬ 
gated along the llm* of the road. 

Mr. Herran. the charge of the Colom¬ 
bian Legation, is very well satisfied 
with the tenor of the advices which 
have come to hand to-day from Acting 
•Governor Arjona, of Panama, who re¬ 
ported that the rebel army having been 
defeated at Culebra and Emperado, 
Gen. Alban had now marched on Colon. 
His theory Is that Gen. Alban completely 
dislodged the rebel force which had ren¬ 
dezvoused at Chorrera, from which 
place Mr. Herran believes they retreat¬ 
ed to Culebra and Emperado, where 
they again took a stand. Their defeat 
at these places, Mr. Herran says. Jeaves 
Gen. Alban free to march to Colon. 

Mr. Herran think*; that Gen. Alban 
now has at least 1,000 well-equipped 
and thoroughly armed men, besides 
which 600 men are on board the Co¬ 
lombian boat Plnxon. now at Colon. Mr. 
Herran asserts that the rebels have not 
at the outside more than 500 men.

HAND TO HAND FIGHT 

WITH FILIPINO REBELS. 


United States Scouts Encounter One 
Hundred and Fifty Insurgents 
and Route Them. 


Manila, Nov. 25—Second Lieut. Louis 
J. Van Schalck, of the Fourth infantry, 
while scouting with a few men of that 
regiment, met 150 insurgents who had 
attacked and sacked pie hamlet of Sl- 
araca, near Cavite. Upon seeing the 
Filipinos Van Schalck ordered his men 
to charge them. The command was 
obeyed and. Van Schaick. being mount¬ 
ed. reached the Insurgents sixty yards 
In advance of his men. Ho killed three 
of them with his revolver. An Insur¬ 
gent fired his rifle point blank at Van 
Schalck, at four paces, but missed. 
Lieut. Van Schalck was then knocked 
from his horse. He Jumped to his feet 
and engaged In a hand-to-hand conflict 
with the enemy, using the butt of his 
revolver. He sustained two severe 
wounds, one of which nearly severed 
his wrist At this point the Lieuten¬ 
ant's men arrived, rescued him and put 
the insurgents to flight. Van Schalck 
is In the military hospital at Manila 
and is doing well. He has already been 
recopimended for a medal of honor for 
bravery in a previous engagement. 

Gen. Hughes, commander of the De¬ 
partment of Visayas, reports that nego¬ 
tiations are about completed for the 
surrender of the Insurgent leader. Ram¬ 
son. on Bohol Island. This surrender 
will doubtless end the revolt against 
the American authority in Bohol as 
Ramson is acknowledged to be the best 
insurgent leader there.

THE GREEK CHAMBER 

SUSPENDED BY KING. 


Madisonvllle, K>'., Nov. 25 — [Special.) 
—A shooting affray occured here to¬ 
day which bus caused more excitement 
than anything that has happened here 
in some time. The participants were 
William Bradley, a prominent farmer, 
who Is a brother of Representative-elect 
R. B. Bradley, and J. W. Hancock, a 
policeman. As a result of the shoot¬ 
ing Bradley lies seriously wounded at 
the home of his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Charles Osborne; Lonnie Tucker, a 
six-year-old boy, who lives at White 
Plains, received a painfql scalp wound, 
and Frank Merriwether. a negro, was 
shot in the arm. The last two were 
wounded by wild bullets. 

The trouble began at noon, when 
Bradley and Hancock were seen In con¬ 
versation. standing In front of a busi¬ 
ness house. The men had spoken only 
n few words when It became noticeable 
to the bystanders that both were an¬ 
gry. Epithets were applied one 
to the other, and Hancock was seen to 
put his hand to his hip pocket and 
attempt to draw a pistol. Before he 
could do so, however. Bradley had 
drawn his pistol and. pointing it at 
Hancock, commanded him to take hla 
hand from his pocket. Hancock com¬ 
plied with the request, and after a few 
words walked Into a store near by and 
closed the door. People on the street 
thought the matter was ended, but they 
were startled a moment later by hear¬ 
ing a shot and Bradley was seen to 
put his hand to his head, and at the 
same time Are his pistol In the direction 
of the store that Hancock had Just 
entered. Simultaneously another shot 
was flred and Bradley's pistol fell to 
the ground, this shot having struck 
him In the right hand. He stooped to 
pick up his pistol with hts left hand 
and another shot came crashing 
through the front door of the store, 
striking him in the arm. Another shot 
struck the little Tucker boy. who was 
standing In front of a drug store across 
the street; another bullet striking the 
negro. Meriwether, about fifty yards 
away. In the meantime Bradley had 
regained his pistol and fired another 
shot through the door at Hancock, but 
without effect. The trouble leading up 
to the shooting was caused by a re¬ 
mark Hancock had made concerning 
Bradley's brother, Judge R. B. Bradley. 
Hancock spoke in bitter terms of a 
speech made by Judge Bradley at a 
mass-meeting last week, in which he 
condemned the coal operators for their 
actions in the strike here, saying they 
were trying to bankrupt the county. 

At the time of the * shooting the 
streets were lined with people, who 
were attracted here by the announce¬ 
ment that the trial of the union miners 
arrested yesterday would be called this 
afternoon. The greatest excitement 
prevailed and Bradley's friends are up 
in arms. Several eyewitnesses told the 
Courier-Journal correspondent that 
Hancock flred two shots at Bradley, 
wounding him twice, before he could 
return the lire. After the shooting 
Hancock took refuge In an old store¬ 
room. where he remained until the 
Sheriff and his deputies reached him. 
when he was escorted to the station- 
house. While Hancock was in the 
storeroom many of Bradley's friends 
were gathered on the outside. 

More trouble Is feared, as both men 
hav** many friends. Several flat fights 
have been narrowly averted this after¬ 
noon and this evening as a result of the 
shooting.

EVIDENCE ALL HEARD 

In the Naunheim Embezzlement Case 
At Owensboro. 

Owensboro. Ky., Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
Herman J. Naunheim Is on trial in the 
Federal Court on the charge of embez¬ 
zlement and altering the records of the 
National Deposit Bank. The evidence 
was concluded at a session of the court 
to-night, and the case will go to the 
Jury after the argument of counsel In 
the morning. Naunheim was a teller In 
the Owensboro National Bank, and was 
employed In the same capacity by the 
National Deposit Bank after the Owens- 
boro National was consolidated with it. 
something over three years ago. He 
continued In this employment until the 
organization of the German-Amerloan 
Security Company, when he became its 
secretary and treasurer. It was not un¬ 
til some time after his connection with 
the hank had ceased that a shortage of 
about $11,000 and alterations of the cer¬ 
tificate stub register were discovered, 
and Naunheim'e arrest and Indictment 
followed. 

A strong cas-* has been made out by 
the officers of the bank. Naunheim took 
the stand and admitted making the 
erasures, but said he did not take the 
money. The prosecution only relates to 
the alterations of the books and the 
embezzlement of about $2,300 of the 
money, owing to prosecutions as to the 
other sums being barred by limitation.

In Suit To Break Will of Mirex J. 

Jones In Gallatin County. 

Warsaw, Ky.. Nov. 25.—The Jones 
will case which occupied the attention 
of the court the latter half of the week, 
resulted In a verdict In favor of the 
contestant, Mrs. Rophle Violet The 
will Is thereby broken and the estate 
of the late Mirex J. Jones will be di¬ 
vided between hi* daughter and son. 

The case excited wide Interest In this 
county. The ground of the contest was 
testamentary incapacity and undue In¬ 
fluence. Mirex J. Jones died In 1900, 
leaving a very comfortable estate He 
was a merchant at Napoleon, this 
county. His death was due to con¬ 
sumption. Shortly before the end, 
while his condition was much enfeebled 
by disease, he made a will giving his 


property to his son. Rnrn C. Jones. For 
leaving nothing to his daughter, he 
set up the fact that he had advanced 
her $1,000. She had assisted him ma¬ 
terially in his store for several years, 
and was a devoted daughter.

Early 
became angry, drew a pistol and shot 
twice, both shots taking effect, one in the 
neck and one In the right side. Early 
formerly was it railway mail clerk on 
the Knoxville division of th** L. and N. 
He is about thirty-five years old and 
coined of a good family. 

Prof. Farley is a well-known teacher of 
this part of the State, having at one 
time been principal of ttre public 
schools here. He quit teaching lately 
and took a course In the law school at 
Valparaiso, Ind.. and has been j>ractIc¬ 
ing since. He Is about thirty-one yearsof 
age and comes of a rckkI family. He is 
not expected to live until morning. Ear¬ 
ly has not been captured.

PLEASURE RESORTS SUFFER. 


Shipping Interests Report Great De¬ 
struction Along Eastern Atlan¬ 
tic Coast In Vicinity of 
New York. 


New York, Nov. 25.—Reports of the 
damage done by the storm of Saturday- 
night and Sunday continue to come In. 
Wreckage and bodies are washing upon 
the beach north of Toms river, sup¬ 
posed to be from the barge H. A. Haw- 
good and other vessels. Details from 
points on the Jersey coats, the south¬ 
ern coast of Long Island d .nd the upper 
shore of Long Island Sound show that 
the destruction was widespread and 
the monetary loss much heavier than 
at first supposed. 

Long Branch reports to-night show 
that hardly a building there escaped 
some damage. As evidence of the 
force of the wind a plank a Unit twen¬ 
ty feet long, seven inches wide and two 
thick was torn from the roof of the 
pier pavilion and blown across Ocean 
avenue. It struck the Lenox Hotel 
and was driven into the side of the 
building to a depth of four or five 
feet. 

The wreck of the tug Haddon, at 
Long Branch. Is complete. The ship 
Flottbeck stands almost upright In the 
sand. The work of unrigging her com¬ 
menced to-day. She will be unloaded 
as she risers. This will be compara¬ 
tively easy. All that will be needed 
will to back wagons up to her sides 
at low water and load the cargo Into 
them. 

The railroads are gradually getting 
their tracks In working order, but at 
some places no trains have yet been 
run. Besides the Ices resulting from 
stoppage of traffic It will take many 
thousands of dollars to repair the 
tracks. Temporaiy repairs are being 
made as fast as possible. 

The wealthy New Yorkers who have 
summer houses on the upper shore of 
the sound, to-day visited them to find 
wreck and ruin In all directions. The 
shore improvements are in ruins, while 
fine shade trees are laid low and exten¬ 
sive lawns are piled high with sand and 
wreckage. 

Reports still come In from points In 
New Jersey on Staten Island Sound 
and the surrounding Inland waters. It 
will take days to figure out the loss. 


FIVE MEN DROWNED. 

Were Members of Crews of Barges 
Which Went Adrift. 

Philadelphia. Nov. 25.—Advices re¬ 
ceived here to-day by the Maritime Ex¬ 
change state that five men were 
drowned yesterday at Long Branch 
during the height of the northeast 
storm which swept the Atlantic coast 
Saturday night and Sunday. The men 
are supposed to have been members of 
the crews of the barges Wilmore and 
Grant, which were b»st by the tug 
Eureka, which arrived in New York 
yesterday and reported that she had 
lost her tow and had no tidings of 
either crew The two barges came 
ashore at Chadwick. N. J., about one 
and a half miles south of Long Branch.

M. J. Farris ami W. J. Price, 
all of Danville. The stock of the com¬ 
pany will be $10,000, with privilege of 
Increasing to $100,000. The promoters 
have been working quietly for some 
time, and have secured .RI rights of 
way and lighting franchises. 

The railroad, besides being consider¬ 
ed a good Investment by expert business 
men here, will be a great advantage to 
Loulsvilk*, os It will enable that city by 
means of first-class freight and iMissen- 
ger connections, to compete with Cincin¬ 
nati. Boyle's population is about 18.000 
and Louisville will get the biggest end 
of her trade after the completion of 
the road. Boyle county has hitherto 
been tributary to Cincinnati.

The report recommends the con¬ 
solidation of third and fourth-class 
mail master, an Increase of the 
limit of Indemnity for the loss of 
registered matter from $10 to $100, and 
that postal employes be made liable for 
the value of registered matter lost 
through thtdr carelessness.

There were 659.614,800 
postal cards Issued.

In order to increase the value of the 
work several change* have been made, 
which may be briefly referred to here It 
has been arranged to send out the cotton 
seed, tobacc ? seed, sorghum seed and 
sugarbeet seed and the grasses and forage 
plants under toe direct auspice* uf the 
officers of the department and not through 
a contractor By following this plan w* 
have been able to Adopt u number of In¬ 
novations. which it is believe*] will add 
greatly to the value of the work. 

It has long been my belief that much 
good might be accomplished by us ng a 
part of th© appropriation In a Judicious 
dissemination of t*om© of the more valu¬ 
able trees. Plans have therefore been 
made to place at the disposal of each Sen¬ 
ator, member and delegate In Congress a 
limited number of selected trees, the ob- 
fect being to encourage a love for tree 
planting and all that this work Involves. 

It will, of course, be entirely beyond th© 
scope of the department to send a large 
number of i*e©.« to any one place, but It is 
believe*! rhat the action contemplated will 
eventually lead to extensive planting 
through the educational effects of the 
work. 

The Secretary reviews very fully the 
groat development In the work of farm¬ 
ers’ Institutes. In 1899 over 2.000 farm¬ 
ers’ Institutes were held In this coun¬ 
try, attended by over half a million 
farmers. These were held in forty- 
three States and Territories. 

The report concludes with a review of 
the development of agriculture and 
c» mm ere e during the past twenty years 
ard of the contributions by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture to the progress of 
events and to the building up of do¬ 
mestic and foreign trade.

Indianapolis,' Ind., Nov. 25.—At the 
opening of the “Chappy” Johnson mur¬ 
der trial In the Criminal Court this 
morning Attorney Frank McCray, de¬ 
fending Johnson, objected to the special 
venire of forty Jurors on the ground 
'that it was irregularly drawn. It was 
charged that the drawing had been ma¬ 
nipulated so as to get In a number of 
political favorites. 

In making his objection, McCray de¬ 
clared that the Circuit Court Judge on¬ 
ly Is permitted to call & special venire 
of Jurors.

“Chappy.^or James, Johnson, colored. 
Is accused of shooting and killing Joel 
Combs, a young white man living at 
627 Sheffield avenue, Haughvllle. Satur¬ 
day night, October 26. The act Is de¬ 
clared to have been entirely without 
provocation, and precipitated the strike 
at the National Malleable Castings 
Company, where both men .were em¬ 
ployed. The white coremakers refused 
to work longer unless all the negroes 
were discharged. They remained* out a 
week and returned to work. The prose¬ 
cution Is confident of convicting John¬ 
son of murder In the first degree. 

WANTS CHANGE OF VENUE. 

Nelson Fritz Says Sentiment of Bed¬ 
ford People Is Prejudicial To Him. 

Bedford, Ind.. Nov. 25— [Special.]— 
The trial of Nelson Fritz for the mur¬ 
der of John Feeoter wae begun before 
the Criminal Court here to-day.

To Institute proceedings In the State 
courts In the nature of Injunctions, and, 
if It Is deemed wise, to apply for a re¬ 
ceiver for the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific properties on the 
ground erf conspiracy on the part of 
certain Stockholders to destroy the indi¬ 
viduality of the properties* to violate 
charter provisions and to Ignore the 
laws of the Commonwealth. 

To the above may be added the fact 
that the Governor has received gratify¬ 
ing assurances from the best legal talent 
in rhe Northwest that there is absolutely 
no doubt of the power of this State to 
prevent the contemplated merger of he 
trans-continental lines. 

Gov. Van Sant has plenty of funds ait 
his disposal, and when the Legislator* 
does meet It will reimburse him for any 
outlay he may have made. 


WILL AID THE GOVERNOR. 


If Dr. Krause, Ex-Governor of Johan¬ 
nesburg, Does Not Appear His 
Sureties Will Be Arrested. 


London. Nov. 25.—William T. Stead 
and Harold Rylett, who, this afternoon, 
furnished the £4,000 bail demanded for 
the release of Dr. Krause, ex-Goyernor 
of Johannesburg, charged with high 
treason and Inciting to murder, were 
warned by the Magistrate that (f Dr. 
Krause failed to appear for trial they 
could anticipate being prosecuted on the 
charge of conspiracy to defeat the ends 
erf Justice. 


Minnesota Attorney General Believes 
In Railroad Competition. 

St. Paul. Minn.* Nov. 25.—Attorney 
General Douglas, who returned to¬ 
night, made the foliowring statement In 
regard to th© effort to be made to pre¬ 
vent the alleged consolidation of the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
Railroad Companies through the medi¬ 
um of the Northern Securities Com¬ 
pany of New Jersey: 

“I shall earnestly co-operate with 
Gov. Van Sant In fighting any consoli¬ 
dation w'hlch is in violation of law, 
and will do anything In, my pow'er to 
encourage further legislation of a prac¬ 
tical nature, either State or national, 
wddeh is calculated to preserve compe¬ 
tition. 

"The organization of this great New 
Jersey corporation for the purchase of 
a controlling interest in the stock of 
rival railway companies—tw’o of which 
croes and re-cross Minnesota—is a clear 
violation of the spirit, although not of 
the tetter, of the act of 1881, the valid¬ 
ity of which was sustained by the 
Supreme Court of the United Slates In 
the Pearsall case. 1 am not in a posi¬ 
tion to discuss remedies, but am undeT 
the impression that Interference by the 
Federal authorities, based upon the 
Sherman anti-trust act and the Inter¬ 
state commerce act. Is likely to bring 
about good results. It may be that 
litigation Instituted by the State, seek¬ 
ing the cancellation of some unused 
railway franchises, may be of slight as¬ 
sistance. Other proceedings of law, 
w’hlch I feel It Inopportune to discuss, 
may also be of value."

KNOCKS OUT $750 WORTH WITH

GIVES NO EXPLANATION. 


It took Frank Howard Just about 
four minutes last night to do $750 worth 
of damage to plate glass window* on 
Market street His foot was the in¬ 
strument of destruction. 

Irion & Glrardot. Jew’elera, were the 
first losers, and their large plate glass 
window* was cracked from top to bot¬ 
tom. The next sufferer was the Big 
Store, 424-434 Market street Howard 
shoved his shoe through a window* at 
the first trial.

He w'as In his store, and w-hen he 
reached the pavement he saw Howard 
In front of the Big Store. 

Howard stood still for a moment. His 
back was toward the window*. Then he 
raised his right foot, and the next In¬ 
stant It went crashing through the 
window*. The glass was three-eighths 
of an inch thick, but Howard's foot 
w on over the glass. 

Mr. Eddleman saw* Howard come up 
the street He halted In front of Her¬ 
man Straus* store, and In a moment 
his foot had repeated Its mischievous 
work. Howard continued up Market 
street He stopped In front of Eddie- 
man's place, but the proprietor wo# 
prepared. 

“Now, If you try that game on me 
I’ll break your head," said Eddleman. 
Howard passed o«>. 

Henry Ford, a private policeman, 
heard the noise, and he and Eddleman 
overtook Howard at Fourth avenue 
and held him until the patrol wagon 
could be summoned from Central po¬ 
lice station. 

Howard Is about thirty-five years of 
age. and has been in the city only a 
short time. He came here from Toledo, 
O., and sells novelties on the BtreeL 
At (he station he would give no explan¬ 
ation of his strange conduct. He seemed 
to be In a dazed condition.

Mexico City, Nov. 25.—This morning's 
session of the Pan-American CongTesa 
was chiefly taken up with the report of 
the work done by the several commit¬ 
tees. Mr. Macedo, one of the secretaries 
of the conference, made up & list of the 
chairmen of the several committees w'ho 
had been opoplnted thus far. There¬ 
upon Jose Gil Fortoul, a delegate of 
Venezuela, arose and said that he con¬ 
sidered it a slight upon his country that 
neither of its delegates had been ap¬ 
pointed to the chairmanship of a com¬ 
mittee. 

Among the projects w*hich have been 
presented to the Pan-American confer¬ 
ence since the return of the delegates 
from their excursion ls one presented by 
the Guatemalan delegate. Lazo Arriaga, 
looking to the reorganization of the Bu¬ 
reau of American Republics. 

It ls thought that something definite 
will come out of the work of the Com¬ 
mittee on the International Court of 
Equity* and Claims. The aim of the 
Hon. John Barrett, the American mem¬ 
ber of the committee, is to get his col¬ 
leagues to agree on some simple and 
practical formula. The Chilian project 
submitted to this committee Is purely 
restrictive and merely cites certain pre¬ 
cepts of international law* which are 
against the International Court of 
Claims altogether, laying down that all 
claims of n foreigner against a State 
should be settled by regular tribunals 
of that State. It Is the hope of Mr. Bar- 
tett that a compromise measure em¬ 
bodying some features of the projects 
so far presented by Mexico, Guatemala 
and Chill may be agreed upon. 

Fernandlno Guach&lla, a delegate 
from Bolivia, received to-day from his 
Government a telegram announcing 
that Bolivia had concluded a general 
arbitration treaty with Peru and ac¬ 
cepting beforehand as a Court of Arbi¬ 
tration that which may be established 
by the present Pan-American confer¬ 
ence.

COURT-MARTIAL OF CAPT. TIL¬ 
LEY NOT FINISHED. 


COURT ORDERED IT STOPPED. 


Natives and Whites Gave Governor a 
Great Welcome On His Return. 


[Correspondence of the Associated Pres*.] 

Tutulta, Nov. 12. via San Francisco, 
Nov. 25.—On the morning of November 

5 the United States battleship Wiscon¬ 
sin arrived In the harbor. It was an¬ 
nounced that Rear Admiral Silas Caeey 
had been ordered to Pago Pago to con¬ 
vene a court-martial on Capt. B. F. 
Tilley, the commandant of the station. 
The new® wns received with great sur¬ 
prise by the Samoan people, who had 
been making extensive preparations 
during the past month to welcome 
Capt Tilley on bis return. November 

6 the Sonoma arrived with Capt. Tilley 
and Mr*. Tilley on board. The Samo¬ 
ans of Pago Pago had built a huge 
catamaran of native trees, on which 
w*as a bower decorated with evergreens 
and flowers. Flags and streamers were 
flying from the masts. They ap¬ 
proached the steamer with this Im¬ 
mense raft and Capt and Mrs. Tilley 
descended to It, whence they were 
pulled ashore, while songs of welcome, 
composed for the occasion, were sung. 
Upon landing at the custom-house there 
was a large crowd to meet the Cap¬ 
tain, who was loudiy cheered by white® 
and natives. Capt. Tilley at once re¬ 
sumed his office as commandant 

The Solace arrived November 7 with 
Rear Admiral Evan* and the officers of 
the court-martial. The Aberenda, which 
had been dispatched to Apia to bring 
witnesses for the prosecution, returned 
the same day. At 6 p. m. Capt. Tilley 
was formally served with a copy of the 
charges and specifications, and was or¬ 
dered to deliver up his sword. Rear 
Admiral Casey Interviewed a number of 
resident* as to the nature of evidence 
they would give on behalf of the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Th© trial of Capt. Tilley began on Sat¬ 
urday, Nowmber 9. The most Important 
witness was Dr. Blackwell He testified 
that about 10:30 p. ra. and on toward 
midnight he once saw Capt. Tilley lying 
down outside his cabin door and under¬ 
going & Samoan massage treatment. 
This treatment I* very common here 
among whites as well as native chiefs. 
The prosecution closed Its case on Mon¬ 
day, November II, rather earlier than 
was expected. Tuesday the defense be¬ 
gan, the chief witness being Ueut. 
Richartfcson, of the Aberenda. and Judge 
Guerr. 

It appear® that Rear Admiral Casey, 
after due Investigation, dropped the 
charge of maladministration against 
Capt. Tilley.

Two additional levies will have to l>e 
made thl* year, one for library purposes 
and another for street sprinkling. How- 
ever, the General Council may omit any 
levies that are not demanded, and as 
bonds have been issued for s^wer pur¬ 
poses this levy may be omitted, which 
will be an Important item in keepng 
the tax race down. 

Some members of the General Council 
think that a tax levy of $1.54 will have 
to be made ln order to provide all de¬ 
partment# with a fund sufficient to run 
them for the year.

Wheat was steady, but closed 
a shade lower. Oats made a new high 
record. Provisions were also 20^42c high¬ 
er. Cotton was dull. 

Cattle in Chicago were steady to 10c 
higher. Hogs were 10^15o higher and 
sheep strong to 10c up. 


International Conditions Improving. 

The gratifying reports that come this 
week of Improved conditions In Ger¬ 
many show that the turn has probably 
come In financial conditions abroad. 
Europe has been the weak spot In the 
international trade and monetary situa¬ 
tion. and Germany has been the weak¬ 
est of all because suffering from the re¬ 
action of a six year’s “boom.” Business 
Is still poor over there, but the news of 
foreign Investments in iron and other 
industrials, and the consequent advance 
in the rtiures show that In the Judg¬ 
ment of experienced investors the worst 
has come and passed and that the up¬ 
ward turn will probably begin. If so, a 
general revival may be expected before 
long in erne of the foremost Industrial 
nations in the world with resulting 
good effects elsewhere. 

It Is difficult to account for the ob¬ 
stinate pessimism with which affiairs 
are regarded In Great BrltAln beyond 
the fact that it Is the mood of the hour. 
When a nation Is permeated with com¬ 
plaints it must continue In that vein 
until the natural rally. The English are 
a gloomy race at time*, yet they never 
give up. On the contrary, when they 
gre most repining they are most reso¬ 
lute. That such Is the case now there 
is little doubt. Much stress has be?n 
laid upon the nation’s financial diffi¬ 
culties and the imminence of the new 
loan. The Statist, which is certainly not 
backward in Its condemnation of the 
Government. dcn?s not take a hopeless 
view of the situation, though still very 
cautious. It even ventures the sugges¬ 
tion that the purchase of consols at 82 
will bo profitable. It says In Its l«sue of 
November 8: 

•'With respect to the speech of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, we would 
point out that the Imperial finances ore 
not In such a desperately bad position 
as many people seem to Imagine. It is 
quite true that many of the tax©* Im¬ 
posed for carrying on the war will have 
to bo continued In order to must the 
nominal expenditure of the country. But 
there Is a reasonable prospect of reduc¬ 
tion in taxaLon when the war Is over: 
and, further. It should be borne in mind 
that there should be no difficulty In ar¬ 
ranging another large loan In April (and 
no tseuo before thai time Is to be looked 
fon If the war Is then concluded. The 
•eriotm port of the business In that, ac¬ 
cording to private letter* from the front, 
the officers In South Africa are not au 
desirous of bringing the war to a con¬ 
clusion. either as the civilian population 
or the people at home, and thal even th** 
Covernmviu has now given up ©aJeularing 
when the trouble will be ended, nut even 
this position we think is likely to find u 
remedy. Business men of every position 
are now sulYerlng, and are grumbling aud¬ 
ibly. It may be hoped that the general 
feeling of vexation will be alone sufficient 
to stimulate the Government to take the 
menfcures necessary to bring the war to a 
conclusion. But it con scarcely be doubted 


that If they neglect to do so public Indig¬ 
nation will become very great, and either 
the present or some other Government 
will be forced to take the step* necessary 
to terminate the trouble. Consequently 
the gloomy predictions os to a distinctly 
lower price to which consols may fall, 
which one hears so freely, should be a< - 
eepted with caution. It may be found 
that further borrowings which will have 
to be made in April will, after all. be the 
final loan, and thoA Instead of cauMng a 
further decline In price Its Issue will to 
followed by marked improvement.” 

Tho Statist go* a on to Bay that 
marked economies in British railways 
will lend to Increases in dividends, that 
the settlement of the Northern Pacific 
trouble nnd easier money will bring 
further activity in America where con¬ 
ditions lire remarkably prosperous, and 
also that France will not issue a new 
hian until after the turn of the year. 

Th© rise In the price of sterling ex¬ 
change at Paris and the fall In New 
York Indicates that the strain la over 
there, for the time being at least. 
Money la also easier, closing at 3% per 
oent. yesterday on call, which Is cer¬ 
tainly a low rate at this season. Alto¬ 
gether conditions seem to be bettering 
all over the world. 


The Voice of the Horse Leech. 

Senator Frye, of Maine, has Just 
made a speech to the Commercial Club 
of Boston on the need of subsidies for 
the rehabilitation of our merchant 
marine. It abounds in the usual fal¬ 
lacies. 

During the last fiscal year American 
vessels carried but 8.2 per cent, of our 
imports and exports, constituting a for¬ 
eign trade worth 82.300,000,000. Of our 
exports they carried 6 per cent. It is 
a bad showing. Everybody admits 
that. It Is the result of forty years of 
Republican rule, for the policy of the 
Government on this point has never 
been changed since the Republican par¬ 
ty first came Into power. About that 
time conditions of shipbuilding and 
Bhlpownlng had changed In such a 
way as to require a change in the laws 
that had previously worked well. The 
Republicans have resisted any change 
and the merchant marine of the coun¬ 
try has gone on decaying. Senator 
Fry© and his associates still refuse to 
change the treatment, but suggest that 
the patient may be kept alive by stim¬ 
ulants. administered In the form of 
$180,000,000 of bounties to men to en¬ 
gage In what they claim Is a losing 
business. But the men to whom Sena¬ 
tor Frye proposes to give this enormous 
sum ara rich, very rich, and growing 
richer,every day. 

The usual plea is put forward by 
Senator Frye that other countries pay 
subsidies to merchant ships, and that 
we must do the same to give our ship¬ 
owners an equal chance. In saying this 
the Senator Juggles with the word 
•’subsidies.” Under this term he in¬ 
cludes “payments Tor carrying the malls, 
compensation for the privilege of trans¬ 
ferring a merchant vessel to the navy, 
tonnage bounties, and pure gratuities 
for hoisting the flag of the country, 
things that are essentially unlike. We 
are already paying a good deal of 
money to American ships for carrying 
the mails, and we are pnying more 
than the service is worth, making it to 
that extent a bounty. But Senator 
Frye slurs over the aid thus given to 
American ships while enlarging on 
what Is paid In the same way by for¬ 
eign countries. Thus he figures out 
that Great Britain Is paying, in various 
ways, $6,000,000 a yAr to her ship¬ 
owners, but he suppresses the fact that 
this Is paid for services actually ren¬ 
dered, generally to the lowest bidder. 
But he admits that the United States 
pays $750,000 a year In postal sub¬ 
sidies to four ships, of which two were 
built abroad. Yet even this is not sat¬ 
isfactory. We are now' paying more 
money in proportion to the number of 
our ships than is Great Britain. Yet 
Great Britain has an Immense Mer¬ 
chant marine, of u'hlch 97 per cent, 
does not get a shilling from the Gov¬ 
ernment for any purpose or service 
whatever. Can anything be more ab¬ 
surd than to say that the great carry¬ 
ing trade of Great Britain is main¬ 
tained by subsidies? 

Senator Frye’s own figures condemn 
his bill. He complains that our mer¬ 
chant marine Is so Insignificant that it 
carries but 6 per cent, of our exports. 
He does not say so. but It is true, that 
much the largest part of the remainder 
Is carried by British vessels. Yet 
while Great Britain pays only $6,000,000 
a year, by Mr. Frye’s estimate, to her 
enormous merchant marine. Mr. Frye 
pteposes to pay $0,000,000 a year to our 
comparatively few merchant vessel^ 
engaged In foreign trade, and that not 
for sendees rendered, but to add to the 
profits of the shipowners. The British 
ships which carry the largest part of 
our exports get tio subsidy whatever 
for that sendee, either from Great 
Britain or the United States. They 
are not, therefore, aided In the compe¬ 
tition by subsidies, and the pretense 
that our ships must have bounties in 
order to offset British subsides U dis¬ 
tinctly false. Three-quarters of a mil¬ 
lion dollars annually to four ships for 
carrying the malls, which we are al¬ 
ready paying. Is far more than Great 
Britain pays on an average to her ships 
for services rendered. 

No one objects to paying American 
ships fair compensation for services 
rendered to tho Government. The pay¬ 
ment of bounties, or gratuities, to cer¬ 
tain rich corporations for engaging in 
the carrying trade ’in quite another 
matter. 


A Statesman Governor. 

Gov. Odell Is evidently a coining man 
In politics. He is preparing his an¬ 
nual message to the New York Legisla¬ 
ture of 1902. and the recommendations 
he will nmfPe to that body bear the 
stamp of statesmanship and old-fash¬ 
ioned honesty In administering the gov¬ 
ernment. A surplus of *£300,000 has 
been accumulated out of the wise econ¬ 
omies of the past year, and Gov. Odell 


believes that with proper legislation h© 
can abolish direct taxes with th© ex¬ 
ception of the canal tax of thirteen 
one-hundredths of a mill. It Is said to 
be possible to do this “by reducing the 
State appropriations, cutting off sonde 
commissions, consolidating some bu¬ 
reaus and increasing the receipts from 
Indirect taxes.” 

One proposition Is to consolidate the 
bureaus of the State Controller and of 
the State Commission In Lunacy, 
which have supervision of the expendi¬ 
tures of the State charitable hospitals 
and the State hospitals for the insane. 
“Not a pound of flour or meat, or a yard 
of clothing can be purchased by their 
managers until estimates have first 
been made by them as to the cost of 
these articles, and the estimates have 
been approved by the Controller and 
the State Commission In Lunacy.** By 
this means managers are prevented 
from extravagance, and It Is thought 
still greater economies can be effected 
by consolidation. Another suggestion 
that may be Incorporated In the mes¬ 
sage Is a slight Increase In the liquor 
tax for the benefit of the State. Sen¬ 
ator Raines originally proposed a tax 
of $200 per annum on each rural liquor 
dealer, but the proposition was so 
stoutly resisted that he compromised on 
$100. He estimates that a $200 tax 
would add $200,000 or $300,000 to the 
State's revenues. It is also suggested 
that the $800 saloon tax In New York 
and Bupalo be increased to $1,000. The 
$800 rate. It is said, decreased the num¬ 
ber of saloons largely, but enormously 
Increased the State’s revenues. Whether 
the Republican party will have the 
hardihood to add to the liquor taxes Is 
a matter of doubt, but the subject is up 
for discussion. 

The New York Legislature will have 
to judge of the merits of Gov. Odell’s 
recommendations, but a message that 
plans the abolition of direct taxation 
ought to appeal powerfully to the tax¬ 
payers, though It may antagonize spe¬ 
cial interests. For a Governor to be 
devising the lightening of tax burdens 
by decreases In officeholdlng and the 
husbanding of appropriations Is a re¬ 
freshing spectacle and worthy of.con¬ 
sideration by lawmakers everywhere.

Importing Insanity. 

There Is a notion prevalent that the 
conditions of life In the United States 
are such as to Increase the number of 
the insane to an abnormal degree. The 
mad race for wealth, the struggle for 
position, the hot pursuit of pleasure all 
contribute to make life too intense and 
to cause that waste of nerve tissue 
which predisposes to mental alienation. 
Of the Increase of the number of the 
Insane there Is no doubt. But there is 
some reason to doubt whether mat- 
ters are worse In these respects In the 
United States than In other countries. 

The proportion of foreign-born indi¬ 
viduals In Institutions for the mentally 
incapable Is much greater than for na¬ 
tives. The figures of the last census 
upon this point are not yet available, 
but tbey will probably not differ essen¬ 
tially from those of U90. At that time 
there were in the country eighty-four 
persons of native birth to sixteen born 
abroad, but there were In public insti¬ 
tutions for the insane sixty-five natives 
to thlrty-flvo foreign-born. Thus while 
less than one-fifth of the population 
were foreign born, more than one-third 
of those in Institutions for the Insane 
were bom abroad. 

This Is not conclusive as to the ten¬ 
dency toward insanity here and abroad. 
It would be if we assumed that the Im¬ 
migrants were a fair average of th© 
population of the countries from which 
they come, but that remains to be proved. 
It has long been known that there is 
a disposition among the people of many 
countries to get rid of as many as pos. 
slble of the dependent classes, so as to 
save expense. Hence the temptation to 
promts the emigration of those likely 
to become a public charge. There has 
been a good deal of legislation to pre¬ 
vent the coming of such persons to th© 
United States. Under the present law 
an immigrant who becomes Insane with¬ 
in a year of his arrival Is sent back. If 
the cause of the malady existed before 
he left the country from which he came. 
But It is apparent that thiB law has 
not been effectual, or 'else the notion 
that Americans are more disposed to in¬ 
sanity than others is altogether er¬ 
roneous. _ 

The report that the forthcoming mes¬ 
sage of President Roosevelt will ronia n 
nearly 30,000 words has created dismay 
among newspaper editors who expect to 
be obliged to read It. They express th© 
fear that Mr. Roosevelt’s literary style 
may suffer from verbosity. Stl 1 the hop* 
Is indulged that it may not be so bad 
as reported, and the charitable determi¬ 
nation has been reached not to condemn 
the document until It appears. 


Former Adj. Gen. D. R. Collier has 
adopted a somewhat imlquo method to 
secure Indorsements from Republican 
politicians throughout the State for the 
office of Surveyor of the Port. He has 
written letters to chairmen of the Coun¬ 
ty Republican Commlttves appealing to 
them for an Indorsement. In his letter, 
he stales that he is growing too old for 
active work and needs the office. He re¬ 
calls his services to his country in the 
war between the States and what he 
has done for the Republican party dur¬ 
ing the last quarter of a century, but 
more (specially while filling the office 
of Adjutant General under the admin¬ 
istration of Mr. Bradley and the brief 
reign «*f W. S. Taylor. He closts by a* k- 
lng their indorsement to the President 
ami asks that all letters be sent to for¬ 
mer Gov. Bradky’s office here. 

Some of these letters, together with 
the stamps Inclosed for a reply, have 
been forwarded by the men to whom 
they were addressed, to Mr. Barnett, 
and that Is how the matte- l< ukrej out.

FREE ROADST 


CLARK COUNTY. IND , HOLDS 
FIRST ELECTION OF KIND. 


Majority of Votes For Constructing 
the Turnpike—Movement May 
Become General. 


The first free road election In Clark 
county. Ind.. was held yesterday, and re¬ 
sulted In 123 votes for to 69 against the 
proposition for free pikes. The vote was 
taken in Bethlehem township, the propo¬ 
rtion being on the road from that point 
to New Washington, a distance of five 
miles ami four thouf^and feet. 

While Scott county already has forty 
miles of free road, this election In Clark 
county may be said to be the beginning 
of the movement in Southern Indiana 
In line with the good roads crusade in 
Kentucky. Other elections which will 
probably be called next Monday at the 
meeting of the Board of County Com- 
misshm^rs are /or the townships of 
Union. Monroe. Silver Creek, and prob¬ 
ably Jeffersonville. It la believed that 
the public generally is favorable to free 
roads, and that the Bethlehem result 
only foreshadows the outcome of other 
elections. In Jeffersonville township 
there are thrve j»u.y turnpike*—Utica, 
Jeffersonville ami Charlestown nnd 
Hamburg—which are* owned by rrlvat© 
Individuals. Th*? public authorities will 
likely purchase them rather than con¬ 
struct free gravel roads. 

Each township builds its own roads, 
and after construction turns them over 
to the county as a public charge to be 
maintained from the general fund. 

The cost of th** road voted on yes¬ 
terday will be $11,300.

COOKING WAKE. 


CHARGES USURPATION. 


SAYS F. I. BROCAR COMBINED 
WITH JOHN J. DYLER 


DEMOCRAT HOLDS OFFICE. 


The courts will now r determine who 
will be wharfmaster of Louisville fer 
four years. The Republican, members of 
the Sinking Fund Commit'^lon elected 
William F. Reager wharfmaster on No¬ 
vember 4. After the Democrats regained 
their control of the Commission, they 
elected John J. Dylc-r. The Democrats' 
have all along contended that Mr. Ro¬ 
ger’s election w'as illegal because the 
term of office of Frank J. Brocar, the 
former incumbent, did not expire until 
yesterday. 

Mr. Brocar has consistently refused to 
recognize Mr. Roager’s claim to the of¬ 
fice and Mr. Dyier Is now in full pos¬ 
sesion of the office. 

Mr. Reager, In his petition, claims 
that he was elected wharfmaster on No¬ 
vember 4 by the Sinking Fund Com¬ 
missioners and that he was subsequent¬ 
ly commissioned and qualified. Immedi¬ 
ately after his alleged election, Mr. 
Reager states that he demanded pos¬ 
session of the office from 31 r. Brocar, 
but that Mr. Brocar refused to turn 
over the office or any of its books, 
papers or emoluments, although he 
agreed and promised to do **> at the 
time the demands were made. 

Reager charges that Mr. Brocar com¬ 
bined with Mr. Dyier to usurp the of¬ 
fice and that Mr. Brocar wrongfully 
claimed that his term of office did not 
expire until November 25, w*hen in fact 
it expired November 7. Dodd & Dodd, 
former Gov. W. O. Bradley and O’Neal 
& O’Neal are Reager’s attorneys. 

• • • 

Republicans Are Sore. 

Mr. Brocar. who Is a Republican, 
seems to have made some enemies 
among the members of his own party 
by his refusal to vacate his office in 
favor of W. T. ReageT, who was elected 
a few weeks ago by the Republicans. 
It was stated at the City Hall yesterday 
that Mr. Brocar had consulted his at¬ 
torney about tho legality of Mr. Rea¬ 
ger's election ami attorney told him 
that the election was wholly 111*gal and 
advised him not to turn over his office. 
Mr. Drooar’s friends say that his only 
desire w v ns to follow the law and that 
his refusul to vacate in favor of Mr. 
Reager was not actuated by any per¬ 
sonal feeling. 


HAS NO FEAR. 


JUDGE GREGORY SAYS CAFT. 
COWLES WILL BE CON¬ 
FIRMED. 


Knew Nothing of Sheriff Bell’s Can¬ 
didacy For the Place of Offi¬ 
cial Indexer. 


Judge Gregory has returned from his 
Southern hunting trip, and he is ap¬ 
parently" giving small attention to the 
rumors that there is any opposition on 
the part of the Circuit Court Judges to 
the confirmation of his nominatiort of 
C&pt. John H. Cowles as official indexer. 

"A refusal on the part of the Circuit 
Court Judges to confirm the nomination 
of Capt. Cowles woild greatly astonish 
me," he said. "The County Judge is 
given the power of appointment, and 
the Circuit Judge* are given the power 
of confirmation. But they have in this 
delegated power only the right to pass 
on the fitness of the appointee. I have 
no idea that there will be a refusal to 
confirm." 

"Did Sheriff Bell or his friends ever 
signify to you that he desired tho posi¬ 
tion?" he was asked. 

•*Mr. Bell never approached me on the 
subject, and I did not know that he 
desired the position until the day when 
1 announced my selection. I had then 
reached a determination.” 

“If the Judgos should refuse to con¬ 
firm the nomination of Capt. Cowles, 
would you be compelled to make an¬ 
other appointment?" 

“No; but I do not believe that we will 
reach thnt ntage of the question.” 

Capt. Cowles has, technically speak¬ 
ing. not yet been appointed. Judge 
Gregory has* pimply announced hie se¬ 
lection,* and the official appointment will 
not be made until early in Januury. The 
next Indexer’s term f office* begins the 
first Monday in February. 

The law n« to the appointment of the 
official Jmlexer In counties having a 
population of 75,000. formerly gave the 
power of appointrm*nt to the Judges of 
th'» Circuit and County Courts Jointly. 
Another statute, however, was passed 
May 26, 1S07. giving the appointment to 
the County Judge, and providing that it 
should be confirmed by a majority of 
the Circuit Court Judges, who should 
meet on the first day of January to 
pass on tile nomination. 

DR. POWELL WILL

Evil Influences of the Exported Bour¬ 
bons Will Now Be Lessened By 
the Revelations. 


SALUTARY EFFECT ON TRADE. 


Mr. George C. Buchanan, a recog¬ 
nised authority on whisky statistics, 
sprung a sensation yesterday afternoon 
In whisky circles by the announcement, 
simultaneously with Its publication from 
his pen in Bonfort’* Wine and Spirit 
Circular, in New York City, that the 
amount of export whisky stored abroad 
had been reckoned for the post flve 
years 40.000 barrels higher than It should 
have been. 

Inasmuch as the whisky stored in for¬ 
eign ports ha* a I way a been a bugaboo 
to the trade, the statement made public 
by Mr. Buchanan Is a* Important as 
any that has appeared In a decade in 
connection with Kentucky Bourbons. 
The whisky exported has always had its 
influence on the market of the United 
States It has figured In every calcu¬ 
lation—from the limitation of annual 
output to the purchase of any crop of 
aged goods. Many a distiller has doubt- 
less gone to bed at night praying that 
the large tvatehous*** In Bremen ami 
Hamburg -would burn down, with their 
contents, before morning, so that the 
market would he rid of this evil power 
that could not l»e brushed aside In tran¬ 
sactions

whisky will re-import it and sell at a 
much lower price than goods four or five 
years younger can he bought. A local 
house only recently brought hark a con¬ 
signment of Kentucky whisky of the full J 
of 1891. and sold It at a lower price 
than this same firm did some 1395* In 
bond In Its distillery warehouse.

JUDGE LURTON OVERRULES 
JUDGE EVANS IN KAREM 
CASE. 


Prisoner’s Attorneys Went To Nash¬ 
ville to Get Order—Alleged 

Election Offender Released. 


Judge Lurton, of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals In Nashville, 
yesterday granted the motion for ball 
pending an appeal In the case of L 
K&rem, convicted In the United States 
Court here for an election offense and 
sentenced by Judge Evans to three 
months In Jail, with a fine of 4600. 

Judge Evans declined to make an 
order allowing the appeal to supersede 
the Judgment, and application was then 
made to Judge Lurton. 

Karem was almost compelled to spend 
another night In the county Jail, though 
Judge Lurton did Issue the order direct¬ 
ing that bond be accepted for him. 

Shortly after his arrival In Nashville 
yesterday morning, Mr. W. M. Smith, 
the attorney, saw Judge Lurton. and 
after the Judge asked sonve quest Iona 
regarding the case, he granted an order 
admitting Karem to ball In the sum of 
32,500. Mr. Smith Immediately tele¬ 
graphed to Mr. Charles Wilson, of this 
city, telling him that bail had been or¬ 
dered. and asking him to have Mr. Ja*. 
Speed. Clerk of the United States Court, 
at his olfice at 7 o'clock last night to 
accept the order and admit Karem to 
bail. Mr. Wilson Immediately called up 
Mr. Speed by telephone, and asked him 
to be at his office and accept the order. 
He refused to have anything to do with 
the matter until he had heard from 
either Judge Evans or Mr. Hill, the 
District Attorney, who are holding court 
at Owensboro. Mr. WUson told Mr. 
Speed that they were some distance 
away, and might not return home for a 
week. 

“They are no further away than 
Judge Lurton," said Mr. Speed, and 
though Mr. Wilson plead with him to 
be at his office and take the bond, he 
remained obdurate. 

Mr. Smith and Mr. Swagar Sherley re¬ 
turned from Nashville at 7 o'clock last 
night, and Mr. Smith went immediately 
to the Jail, where he had a conference 
with Mr. Wilson and Karem. and it wa«» 
then decided to oak Mr. Speed again 
to come to his office, accept the order 
and ball bond, and release the prisoner. 
After much difficulty Mr. Speed was 
found, and at 8:35 o’clock the papers 
were arranged and the prisoner re¬ 
leased, but after he had about given up 
hope of spending last night at home. 

Karem wan in a happy frame of mind 
when the Deputy United States Marsha! 
released him, and telegrams were soon 
traveling to friends In New York and 
Philadelphia telling them that he was 
again a free man. 

Mr. Smith will take the case to the 
United States Court of Appeals at Cin¬ 
cinnati, and before that body will argue 
that the law under which Karem was 
convicted is unconstitutional.

The river was falling last evening with 
4 feet 3 InchIn the canal, 2 feet 1 Inch 
on the falls and 6 feet 5 Inches at the foot 
of the locks. Business good. Weather 
cloudy and clear, cool. 

DRIFTWOOD. 

The Pittsburg towboat pilots struck yes¬ 
terday for an advance In wages of 33 per 
cent It may affect the coal run that Is 
ready to start....The cheerful news of a 
good rise at Pittsburg and a favorable 
prospect of a general and permanent re¬ 
sumption of navigation was received here 
yesterday with glad hearts by steamboat- 
men and all interested in river traffic. It 
was a long wait....The past low water 
season is the first for many years where 
two such largo fine sidewhecl boats as the 
Indiana and Bonanza kept making doily 
trips between this city and Cincinnati. 
As a usual thing in low water light stern- 
whee-l boats have taken the place* Of the 
big side wheelers, but this year the “stem 
winders” were not In It with the big fol¬ 
lows. It won’t be many days before even 
the Indiana and Bonanza will be super- 
ceded by the City of Louisville and City 
of Cincinnati.... When the big steel marine 
dry dock at New Orleans is submerged 
twenty-eight fact her upper decks will be 
four feet out of water. It will tako 32,- 
000 tons of water to sink her to that depth, 
and it will take that depth to allow the 
battleship Illinois to be placed in it for 
dockage... It was four of a kind instead 
of three this time. The £r«*l 
Fritz, City Of Knoxville »nd Rees Pritch¬ 
ard all sank within a few hours of each 

other.The prospects seem good for an 

early resumption of navigation to the 
South, and the Memphis Packet Company 
hope to resume both the Memphis and 
.New Orleans boats In th* near future ... 
The Pittsburg and Cincinnati packets are 
getting ready to run....Charlie Langhart, 
cl»*rk uf the Indiana, left for London. 
Ky . yesterday as a witness In the United 
States Court against two negroes who 
robbed the office on the boat at laiw- 
rrnreburg some time ago. ...The Fritz, 
recently sunk at th»> mouth of Hat- hl« 
river, ha* been raised — During the slight 
rise In the Ohio river this week the Ka¬ 
nawha coal operators succeeded In g» ttLg 
nearly 3 ,-dn.wO bushels of coal Into the 
lower markets. The getting nf this coal 
nut was made possible by drawing some, 
thing like three fret of water from the 
sktukw trr pools of the Kanawha river. 

Yesterdnv was a busy day on the river 
front* and In the harbor at Pittsburg. 


Barge Stage At Pittsburg and Nearly 
Two Million Bushels of Ccal 
Arc Shipped. 


Pittsburg, Nov. 25.—I Spec all A good, 
substantial rise Is here and more water 
Is promised, a stage of 12 feet being ex¬ 
pected by to-morrow morning. Tho river 
coal companies have been waiting four 
months to make a shipment of coal, and 
to-day succeeded in sendpg out 1,750, nil 
bushels before 6 o’clock. The stage of 
water In the Ohio rlv«*r Is 8.7 feet and 
rising one inch an hour. 

Owing to the bad condition of the chan¬ 
nel at LogStoVn, mar Sewlckley. the 
bunts took out but small load-, being as¬ 
sisted by a number of pool boats. None 
of the steamers took more titan seven 
barges and one or two llais, this bejng 
considered the limit that could be sent 
past Log? town with safety. The boa:* 
w* 11 continue this way to *afe harbor be¬ 
low Beaver, twenty-three miles from 
Pittsburg, where the larKcr tows will be 
assembled and the pool boats will return 
In oil 135 pieces were sent out to-day. 
among them being several barge* of rall.-i 
and nails. The Monongnhela River Con¬ 
solidated Cosl and Coke Company has 
twenty-two boats ready to .»• nd out. and 
expects by to-morrow morning to be able 
to send out costlbome. In all the com¬ 
bine extols to send out between J 0 , 00 i >.000 
and 12 ,OOG.WO bushels of coal. From pres¬ 
ent prospects a good boating stnge lo likely 
to be maintained for some time, and all 
of the coal In the harbor, amounting lo 
about 2 u.UXj.00o bushels, w.ll be sent out as 
fast as boats can bo secured. 

The r.ver coil combine has been ham- 
pereJ by a strike a»uong tho pilots. The 
trouble Is over a difterence in opinion be¬ 
tween the Pittsburg Ma-rtcra’ and Pilots* 
Socieiy regarding wage*. The pilots are 
working for a fixed scale, which the ether 
compat.ns have idgned. At jhc p.Iotft* 
headquarters this evening it ww stated 
that eighty men were on strike, and that 
Ho men were affected. Capt. Joseph Prlc* 
Is president of the Pilots* Society, and 
believes ihe men will a n. The pilots feel 
confident that the company will sign tho 
scale within twcnty-foui hum-., or a» «x»n 
as they nr.u?t have nrK>re men lo min the.r 
boats. The claim is m«d« by the pilots 
that the boats sent out are being manned 
with packet pilots ami a Uw hood men. 
whose contracts with the company have 
not expired. They say some of the packet 
pilots m*ver handled n tow. and predict 
that they will have trouble In some of tho 
difficult places between this pla e and 
Wheeling.

olded. At the Auditorium lost evening. In 
the presence ocf a crowd which filled only 
half of the theater. Hanr&han defeated 
Jimmy Handler, of Newark. N. J.. after 
eighteen rounds of fighting. It waa Han- 
rahan all the woy. and Handler never had 
a look-in for the money. And yet, as 
was stated. It Is a very much undecld«l 
question as to whether Hanrahan has a 
chance with the local ofoaraplcfi. 

This statement 1s based on several 
things.

The wri^r do^s not be: leva 
that H&nnahan tried last night. If he did 
try. Hart ought to be alMe to put him 
away tn from two to five round,* w thout 
missing Ids Lain. The opinion that Han- 
rahan did not try Is Influenced by the 
fact that tn the second round Hanrahan 
had Hamiier all but out and did not, ap¬ 
parently. try to finish hU man. He allow¬ 
ed Handler to stay eighteen long rounds 
with Handler's face looking like Lt had 
just come In contact with the bu*lm<#s 
end of a sausagv m.111; and Hantahan 
about half of tltis time appeared to be 
tired and winded almost to suffocation. 
And yet k was not until the sixteenth 
round that Hanmban's hair became dis¬ 
arranged. He was never In danger. Ho 
had the best of every round, was not 
marked at all, and when the seconds of 
Handle hod thrown up a towel, denoting 
the surrender of their man. In spite of 
llanrahoii’s previous exhibition of exhaus¬ 
tion, he did a Jig In his corner, wa.kcd 
over &nd patted Handler on the back and 
then jumped over the ropes, Insteud of 
climbing through, without a scratch on 
face or body. 

The bout between Hanrahan and Hand¬ 
ler was a poor contest as boxing contents 
are Judged, because Handler was no 
match for Hanrahan.

He took a terrific boating 
all the way, was always lighting and wa 
very "sore" when his ground* threw up 
Uio towel beoauA** hr did not have a 
chance to win. While last night's bout did 
not seem to give any hn© on Har rah cm. it 
can be stated that he can hit a terrific 
wallop from almost any angle, has "awk¬ 
wardness down to a science," if this Is 
possible; has a long reach, a husky frame 
and many other valuable attributes. Hurt 
bettm he can wldp Hanrahan without 
any trouble. Maybe he can. Judging by 
lost night's bout, he ought txx But a con¬ 
test between these two light-heavy 
youngsters would draw a big crowd of 
spectators. 

Frank Parfttt’s electric round recorder 
was a success. Every round was flashed 
In all parts of the house in figures eigh¬ 
teen by fourteen Indus. Tne crowd ap¬ 
preciated this feature. The Southern 
A thistle Club Is the first In America to 
use an Invention of this character, which 
works to perfection. 

Handler entered the ring at 3:30 o’clock. 
His seconds wore Shcrley Beadle, "Shang" 
Parretto ami "Kid" St. Claire. Hanrahan 
came on a few minutes later. His seconds 
were "Kid” Hubert. Joe Sullivan, his man¬ 
ager, and Lucas Slefker. 

The men showed up very well, though 
Hanrahan wus taller and some heavier 
than the New Jersey man. Handler was 
short and blocky, while Hanrahan was 
tall and rangy. Hanrahan’s weight was 
announced as 153 pounds, while Handler 
clamed 154 poun«l*.

Heavy Track Proved a Good Thing 
For Bookmakers At Oakland. 


The preliminary was between Kid 
Schwarts and Kid Sparks, local feather¬ 
weights. It was announced' that they 
would box ten rounds, with Tim Hurst as 
referee, according to straight Marquis of 
Queen sherry rules. They are husky 
youngsters of about the sam© alx© and 
weight, and the bout pronLeed well, for 
both had had considerable experience. 
They went along at considerable speed, 
both landing heavy blows to the head 
and body in. the first four or five rounds, 
with Sparks liavlng considerably the best 
of it on points. The sixth was a cork¬ 
ing round. t»oth boys mixing It up for 
keeps.

Big Tax For Boxing Clubs. 

San Fmnclroo fighting dubs are to be 
asked to put up a tax of $5,000 a year 
for the privilege of running boxing 
matches. That Ik the provision of a bill 
recently Introduced to the Police Board 
by Supervisor Reed In behalf of the Po¬ 
lice Committee. This is done, accord¬ 
ing to the framer of the bill, because 
the club* have been "making enormous 
sums of money," because there Is a com¬ 
bine among them to play Into each oth¬ 
er’s hands and becauso the present li¬ 
cense of $1,200 Is for too small. 

The bill wo* sent back to the commit, 
tee for further action by Chairman Brun- 
denstein, who is not in sympathy with 
the move. He says the figures named, 
even for the three clubs now running is 
preposterous, and that It wrotild be Im¬ 
possible for any of them to pay and 
mighty hard for nil of them to combine 
un $5,000 and still make any money. 

Branderistein agreed that the sport 
should be regulated, and h*> was willing 
to vote for any reasonable restriction the 
hoard was disposed to Impose, but $5,000 
was to© large a tax. 

Brandensteln was asked If he believed 
the last fight was a "fnkV and he very 
promptly declared that such an Inference 
was "absurd.” 

"The fact of the matter Is." said he, 
"that Ruhlln was simply out of his das*. 
He nevur had any claim on a fight with 
a man of Jeffries’ prow©**, and it is 
probably a pity that the club could not 
nave arranged for a better inan to have 
met the champ'on. Th© fight, 1 believe, 
was perfectly square, but one man was 
Immeasurably superior to tho other.”

Mayor Will Not Prevent Fight. 


A special from Hartford, Conn., says: 
Mayor Harhlson Issued a statement this 
afternoon defining his position tn the mat¬ 
ter of tha MoGovc*rn-’’Young Corbett" 
boxing match on Thanksgiving day. Hla 
honor was besieged by delegations of citl- 
xens all day, who called to protest aga n*t 
tho exhibition being hold on that day. 
and. after deliberating, tha Mayor Issued 
a signed statement. 

In it he said that many were laboring 
under the Impression that permission had 
not been granted for the exhibition, but 
as a matter of fact, he had granted 
YV. L. Crowley, representing the Nut¬ 
meg Club, pcrm!**.on to hold th© con¬ 
test lost September. Th© new license 
took hud not been printed at that time, 
but the Mayor holds that the verbal 
permission was as binding as a formal 
permit on paper. Continuing, tho Mayor 
•ays: 

"Similar contests have be^n granted 
pe-rml"*Jon in the post eight >vars in 
our city under the IJcen*" of a commu¬ 
te** of the Common Council. The lyg- 
IsU’ure enw fit. against my protest, to 
put th© granting of licenses in the hands 
of th© Mayor. I feel that It is my duly 
to sustain the laws of the State and the 
ordinances of the city, not to mak© them. 
The City Attorney and the Prosecuting 
Attorney do not believe that a boxing 
exhibit.on comes under the law as 
prixe-llght, and, therefore, 1 have not 
granted permission for a prixe-flght. and 
will not. 

lt w<ut rumored to-day that certain citi¬ 
zens would ask for an Injunction against 
tire exhibition, but m> application had 
been made to Judge Case, of the Supe¬ 
rior Court, up to 4 o’clock, lt li believed 
that If an Injunction Is usked for. the 
o ppo nents of boxing will wait till Wednes¬ 
day In 1 fore taking lhe formal step

The Yale System At Fault. 


Of the system employed at Yale this 
year an Eastern football critic says: 

"At Yale the players have been 
couched and recoached so much by dif¬ 
ferent men who volunteered their serv¬ 
ices that the candidates were at all times 
under a hazy cloud us to what they ought 
and what they ought not to do. They 
never had a cl4ar Idea of Just what was 
going to be asked of them. Given enough 
time * football team might be drilled to 
perfection In all of the different methods 
so that they could use them at different 
times, but two or three months Is too 
short a space of time to build up a team 
In any other way than under a single 
system. 

"All of the old Yale stars were on th© 
field nt one time or another nnd while 
they were there they had pretty much 
tneir say as to what should or should not 
bv don©. 

"As an example, Weymouth was so ex¬ 
asperated at the different methods which 
were used to strengthen his pinning Abili¬ 
ties that he declared he would quit the 
gam** If any other old ’grad’ attempted 
to show him how to kick The result of 
th© coaching on him caused him to be¬ 
come worse and worse all the time. 
When he was tried first he was able to 
kirk forty yards consistently in every 
game. After three weeks' coaching he 
was not able to kick more than twenty. 
The result wns that Desaulles was. gtven 
the kicking to do when In reality Wey¬ 
mouth was the better punter If allowed 
to kick In the way that he knew he could 
kick best.”

The appeals were taken under aectlon 
2922 of the Kentucky Statutes, which 
Is as follows: "Appeals shall be from 
the decision of said court to the Cir¬ 
cuit Court in all cases where the 
amount of the fine Imposed is as much 
as $20. In cases where a fine of $20 or 
less is Imposed under an ordinance, the 
legality of said ordinance may be test¬ 
ed by the city by an appeal to the 
Jefferson Circuit Court, or by the de¬ 
fendant by a writ of prohibition to the 
Jefferson Circuit Court, and after a de¬ 
cision has been rendered in the Circuit 
Court as provided for in this section, 
either the city or the accused may 
appeal to the Court of Appeals as oth¬ 
er cases in the Circuit Court are ap¬ 
pealed. • • •” 

Section 59. of the Constitution, pro¬ 
vides: "The Geno-al Assembly shall 
not pass local or special acts concern¬ 
ing any of the following subjects, or 
for any of the following purposes, viz.: 

"To regulate the Jurisdiction, or the 
practice, or the circuits of the courts 
of Justice, etc. 

"In all other cases where a general 
law* can be made applicable, no special 
law shall be enacted." 

The only general law regulating the 
right of appeal from the Police Courts is 
contained In Sections 382-3 of the Criminal 
Code, and It will not l»e contended that 
the appeals in these oases uro based upon 
or would be supported by these two ac¬ 
tions. 

We have then the proposition that the 
Jefferson Circuit Court can have con¬ 
ferred upon it the Jurisdiction to enter¬ 
tain appeals of the Commonwealth from 
the Police Court of the city of Louisville, 
while no other Circuit Court In the Com¬ 
monwealth has such Jurisdiction confer¬ 
red upon it. Indeed, an examination of 
the various acts regulating appeals from 
Police Courts to Circuit Courts In nil of 
the other classes Into which municipal 
corporations are divided in this State 
shows that they are different In some 
way from the same right sought to be 
given under Section 2.922 of the Kentucky 
Statutes above cited. It seems to me that 
the plain reading of Section 59 of the 
Constitution forbids such an arrangement 
and requires that the Jurisdiction of ap¬ 
peals to the Circuit Court shall be con¬ 
tained in statutes applicable to every Cir¬ 
cuit Court In the Commonwealth. In no 
other way can the jurisdiction of these 
courts be maintained with that absolute 
uniformity which the Constitution seems 
to require. 

For these reasons I nm constrained to 
hold that the only appeal which can he 
taken from the Judgment of a City or Po¬ 
lice Court to the Jefferson Circuit Court 
is contained in Sections 362 and 363 of 
the Criminal Code of Practice, ns fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 382: "If a Judgment against a 
defendant on n trial before a County 
Judge or in a Justice’s court or in a City 
or Police Court, unless otherwise pro¬ 
vided in the statutes creating or regu¬ 
lating It. be for Imprisonment of a tine 
of $20 or more, he shall have an appeal 
to the Circuit Court of the county In 
which the Judgment Is rendered." 

Section 363: "The Commonwealth shall 
have no appeal from judgments of Coun¬ 
ty Judges. Justices* courts or of City 
and Police Courts unless otherwise pro¬ 
vided In the statutes creating or regu¬ 
lating them." 

The appeals herein Involved, not being 
supported by tho*M provisions, must he 
dismissed, as Section 2.922 of the Ken¬ 
tucky Statutes. In so far ns it Is variant 
fruin Sections 362 and m of the Code of 
Practice is unconstitutional and void. 

Wherefore, the motion to dismiss upon 
the face of the papers is sustained.
